In a Few Days, Perhaps To- 
day, Huerta Will Resign 
the Presidency in Favor of 
Carbajal and Then Flee 
From Mexico. 


CHOICE OF CARBAJAL 
MEETS THE APPROVAL 
OF THE UNITED STATES 


Carbajal Will Bridge Gap 
to New Provisional Gov- 
ernment Controlled by the 
Constitutionalists — Pres- 
sure Brought on Carranza 
to Prevent Military Con- 
quest of Mexico City. 


Vera Cruz, July 12.—To save his 
country from further horrors of civil 
war and his capital from capture and 
perhaps sack, General Huerta intends 
to resign the provisional presidency 
and leave Mexico. 

This statement was made today by 
Roberto Estava-Ruiz, Mexican, sub- 
secretary of foreign affairs, who reach- 
ed Vera Cruz from Mexico City on his 
way to Europe. Huerta, he said, will 
Burrender the government to Francis- 
co Carbajal, new minister of foreign 
affairs, who in turn will step aside for 
@ provisional president, acceptable to 


‘the constitutionalists. 


“The president did not make me his 
confidant.” Estava-Ruiz declared, 
“nor did I have much time to talk with 
him after it was determined I should 
leave the cabinet.” 

May ReSign Today. 

The sub-secretary was convinced 
he said, that Huerta would 
lay down his power this week and it 
would not surprise him if his resig- 
mation were announced tomorrow. Car- 
bajal, he added, was suggested as pro- 
visional president by the American del- 
egation at the Niagara Falls media- 
tion conference and agreed to by Huer- 
ta’s delegates and the South fmerican 
mediators, while the constitutionalists 
indirectly had conveyed the idea that 
he would be acceptable to Carranza. 

“That is,” Estava-Ruiz explained, 
“Carbajal would be a more provisional 
president than the real provisonal pres- 
ident to be named later.” 

When the suggestion first was made, 
Villa had not indicated his willingness 
to accept Carbajal, Estava-Ruiz said 
and he doubted Villa’s willingness to 
accept him now. As for Zapata, he 
had no idea that the southern leader 
would recognize any provisional pres- 
ident until demands for redistribution | 
of lands had been complied with. Un- 
less something occurs to disarrange 
the present plan, Estava-Ruiz is con-

Longer Resistance Fatile. 

Like Porfirio Diaz, who fled his coun- 
try in the hope that his going might 
avert a long and costly civil war, 
Huerta, according to Estava-Ruiz, has 
decided to yield to superior numbers. 
Both Huerta and General Blanquet, his 
war minister, the sub-secretary said, 
knew that longer resistance was fu- 
tile, and would mean nothing more 
than the slaughter of thousands and | 
perhaps the sacking of the capital it- 
self, with perhaps horrors perpetrated 
by a victorious army joined by mobs 
from the city’s slums. He expected 
Blanquet would leave Mexico City per- 
haps when Huerta fled, but not before. 
Enrique Gorostieta, minister of jus- 
tice, had offered his resignation, he 
had heard, and he assumed all the old 
cabinet would resign. The new mem- 
bers of the cabinet latély appointed, 
he went on, were supposed to be those 
chosen by Carbajal, with the idea that 
they were men the constitutionalists 
would not object to seriously enough

In Flight to Europe. 


Li e Adolfo De La Lama, minister of 
finante, ‘who arrived here yesterday, 
also in flight to Europe, the sub-secre- 
tary of foreign affairs professed still 
to maintain his connection with the 
government., He had been made, he 
said, special ambassador to Argentina, 
Brazil and Chile to convey the thanks 
of the Mexican republic for their ef- 
forts toward mediation. With his fam- 
fly he will sail from Vera Cruz, on 
the steamer Alfonso XIII. for Spain, 
and from that country, he declared, to 
South America. 

Estava-Ruiz did not explain why he 
fhhad- chosen a journey to the coast 
through the American lines rather than 
to Puerto Mexico, except to say the 
route was shorter and offered a better 
opportunity to catch his boat. 

De La Lama said the reason he chose 
the Vera Cruz route was the insist- 
ence of Huerta that by going through 
the American lines openly he would 
world the Niagara Falls 


Huerta and the United States were 
concerned. 

This knowledge has given rise to the 
suggestion that Huerta himself also 
may pass through General Funston’'s 
lines. Estava-Ruiz displayed no great 
enthusiasm regarding the future. He 
was frank in expressing doubt regard- 
ing Villa’s future attitude.

Pleading for her life on a public road 
while throngs were passing In automo- 
biles and trolley cars, and with her lit- 
tle daughter, Alice, aged 7, supplement- 
ing her appeals with cries for mercy, 
Mrs. Lulu Finnan, aged 33, was this 
afternoon shot and “fatally wounded by 
John Clifton Wilke; aged 31, @ cor- 
poral in Thirty-six h company, coast 
artillery corps, Fort Mott, N. J. The 
soldier then fired two bullets into his 
head, dying in a few minutes. 

U. 8. Senator Aids Woman. 

The double tragedy occurred on the 
New Castle Delaware road, three miles 
below Wilmington. Senator Willard 
Saulsbury, who was in his automobile, 
reached the scene soon after the affair. 
He rushed Mrs. Finnan and her daugh- 
ter ta the state hospital at Farmhurst, 
the nearest institution.

Little Girl Begs for Mother. 

Miss Reed and the children begged 
the woman to Save her life by obeying. 
Then little Alice screamed and asked 
Wilkes to spare her mother’s life. The 
soldier’s reply was two more shots. 
Although three bullets were in her 
body, the woman continued to stand. 
The soldier walked up to her and plac- 
ing his arm on her shoulder, sald: 

“Well, I will let you live. I am going 
to kill myself. Good-bye.” ' 

With this remark, he lifted the pistol 
and it prematurely exploded, the bul- 
let lodgi in his arm. He then placed 
the muzzle of the weapon against the 
side of his head and fired twice. He 
fell in a heap in the road, blood spurt- 
ing from both wounds. He was dead 
in a few minutes. 

Mrs. Finnan said she had known the 
man four years. She told the police 
he became angry when she refused to 
stop with him.

Death Very Sudden. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 123.—As- 
sociate Justice Horace Harmon Lurton, 
of the United States supreme court, 
died suddenly at a hotel here today 
from heart failure superinduced by 
cardiac asthma. He was 70 years old. 

The justice, who came here July 1, 
was in his usual health before retiring 
last night and had taken his customary 
evening outing on the board walk. 
Shortly after midnight he complained 
of feeling ill and although his physi- 
cian, Dr. Ruffin, who arrived yesterday 
from Washington, was summoned im- 
mediately. Justice Lurton died at 5 
o'clock this morning. His wife and 
son, Horace H. Lurton, Jr., of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., were at the bedside. Mrs. 
Horace Van Deventer, a daughter, and 
her husband, arrived tonight from 
Knoxville, Tenn., and other members 
of the family are expected tomorrow. 

The body will be takén to Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., for interment, the funeral 
party leaving here at 2 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon. It was at that city 
that Justice Lurton began the practice 
of law and lived for twenty years. Fu- 
neral services will be held there Wed- 
nesday. Chief Justice White and sev- 
eral associate justices of the supreme 
court, as well as many friends from 
different parts of the country, are ex- 
pected to be present. 

Profound Sorrow in Washington. 

Washington, July 12.—News of the 
death of Associate Justice Horace Har- 
mon Lurton, of the supreme court, at 
Atlantic City today, was received with 
profound sorrow by friends and associ- 
ates in Washington, The knowiedge 
had been general for months, however, 
that the justice was a very ill man and 
that death might be expected at any 
time. 

For @ year or more Justice Lurtgn’s 
condition had been serious, but he in- 
sisted on performing his duties until 
last December, when he was compelled 
‘All that time it was 
reported he would resign, but. after 
fighting for health in the south until 
April he resumed his place on. the 
bench to take an active part in one of 
the busiest sessions:in the court’s his- 
tory. The court adjourned June. 22 
for the summer, and; ten days ago Jus- 
tice Lurton went to Atlantic. City with 
his family, hoping to gain stfength in 
the salt air. 

Born at Newport, Campbell county, 
Kentucky, Justice Lurton was attend- 
ing the county scheols. when the war 
betvreen the states began.

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NEGRESS LYNCHED 
FOR RILLING GHILD 


Rosa Richardson Hanged 
and Riddled—Beat White 
Child to Death—Negroes 
Approve Work of the Mob. 


Orangeburg, & C., July 12.—Rosa 
Richardson, a negress, was taken from 
the jail at Elloree, this county, and 
lynched early today. The negress is 
said to have confessed to the murder 
of little Essie Bell, 12-year- old daugh- 
ter of: Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Bell, of 
the Elloree section of the county. The 
negress was strung up to a tree by a 
mob and then riddled with bullets. 

A crowd of about thirty negroes is 
said to have gathered about the scene 
of the lynching and watched silently, 
giving evidence of their approval. 
There is no race feeling and tension is 
absent, thougha large crowd has gone 
to the scene. The coroner’s jury, after 
an inquest, found a verdict that the 
negress came to her death at the hands 
of an unknown mob. 

Body Hidden Under Log. 


Saturday Essie Bell was sent into 


the field to bring back the family cow, 


which was grazing in a pasture nearby. 


+: Alarmed by her long absence the par- 


ents began a search for the little one, 
which resulted early this morning in 
the finding of the body partly hidden 
benath a loge. Wounds on the body 
showed that the child had been horri- 
bly beaten, and the supposed weapon, 
a “lightwood knot,” a piece of heavy 
and sappy pine, was found close by. 

Even before the finding of the body 
suspicion had been directed at Rosa 
Richardson, the mob’s victim, and her 
sister. About daylight this morning 
they were taken into custody by rural 
officers and were hurried to jail at 
Elloree. As the little girls body had 
not been found, the negresses’ captors 
returned to aid in the search. Several 
miles away from Elloree they were 
met by a crowd of searchers, who 
Jearned of the arrest. 

Strung to Tree and Riddled. 

The mob at once made its way to 
the Elloree jail, batted the door and 
took the prisoners out. The mob vic- 
tim’s sister and co-prisoner at once 
admitted Rosa Richardson had com- 
mitted the crime. The doomed woman 
was led to the scene of the murder, 
where, it i{s said, she confessed. She 
was strung up to a tree and riddled 
with bullets, dying instantly. 

There, hanging on the tree, the offi- 
cers found the corpse. The coroner’s 
inquest, which was held this morning, 
resulted in a verdict that the negress 
had come to her death at the hands of 
an unknown mob.

B. Marks, president of the state fed- 
eration of labor, who had previously 
spoken upon the subject of “labor.” 

“Over five hundred,” said he, “have 
left the employment of the mill, and 
some two hundred or more, who were 
misled by the mill owners into coming 
here to work, were intercepted by 
the strikers and are now among thei 
number.” 

Considerable argument and interest 
was excited at this juncture when the 
next questioner stood in the middle of 
the audience and asked whether or- 
ganized labor favored compulsory ar- 
bitration of capital and labor questions. 

Mr. Marks answered that question in 
the negative. 

“Then,” said the questioner with 
some warmth, “if organized labor will 
not consent to stand by the findings 
of a board of arbitration selected by 
both capital and labor as final, they 
cannot hope to retain the sympathy of 
the people of Georgia.” 

Mr. Jackson asked Mr. Marks wheth- 
er he had not misunderstood the ques- 
tion, and Mr. Marks replied that the 
labor people were in favor of a law 
making the suvmission of capital and 
labor questions to a board of arbitra- 
tion compulsory, but were not in favor 
of any law which made the findings 
of such a board final.

Peter F. Bahnsen Discusses 
Work of Tick Eradication 


in Georgia. 


Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterina- 
rian, yesterday sent The Constitution 
the following card, in which he makes 
reply to a communication from A. L. 
Suttles, which was published on 


July 11: 

Editor Constitution: Your issue of July 11 
earried a communication signed by A. L. 
Suttles, live stock dealer, in which he sees 
fit to take a rap at the state veterinarian 
and the work of tick-eradication. I would 
not answer this communication but for the 
fact that there is not a word of truth in 
the statement, and your editorial indicates 
that the editor of The Constitution hag been 
misied by the special interest of Messrs. 
A. L. Suttles and W. H. White, Jr., who, 
though publicly posing as friends of the 
work of tick-eradication have always fought 
the work if it presented even the slightest 
restriction to their own interest. Neither of 
them can show where by their action they 
have advanced the work of tick-eradication. 
Methods that they would indorse would 
never eradicate ticks. They cannot point 
out a single farm in the state where the 
cattle tick has been eradicated as a result 
of their personal efforts, or influence. I 
call attention to these facts because it Is 
unfair for any man to pose as the friend 
of a work or a cause when he has never 
contributed even as 
thought to the cause.

This attack is not unexpected, as Mr. W. 
H. ite, Jr., asked Dr. E. M. Nighbert 
and myself to attend a meeting of the ani- 
mal industry committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, exclusively for the 
purpose of making certain concessions to Mr. 
W. H. White, Jr., and Mr. A. L. Suttles.

fit them and still give us the same results 
without additional cost to the state; but if 
they expected a change in the rules which 
would retard the work of tick-éradication 
and be an expense to the state, their request 
would not be considered. 

These men have always been, and are now, 
antagonistic to the work of tick-eradication; 
every act of theirs in the past will prove 
this statement, 

I am astounded that Mr. A. L. Suttles 
would sign his name to a statement when 
he knew such statement to be untrue in all 
its particulars. He says; “Our state veteri- 
narian not only prohibits the shipment of 
eattle from the tick-infested territory of 
other states into Georgia when intended for 
immediate slaughter, but he goes further 
and prohibits the movement of cattle from 
any section of Georgia into our cattle mar- 
kets when such cattle are destined for im- 
mediate slaughter only,” etc. Every word 
of this is a wilful and malicious mis- 
statement of facts, and the writer of the 
letter. as well as Mr. A. L. Suttles, the 
signer of same, knew it. 

To read thetr correspondence those not 
familiar with the state requirements would 
naturally suppose that every shipment at 
the yards was being held up for seven days, 
which is not true. Only shipments infested 
with ticks are held up, and, since the 
owner or shipper can easily clean any ship- 
ment of cattle of ticks, there is absolutely 
no reason why cattle should ever be de- 
tained in quarantine. 


Greatest Drawback. 

The shipment of tick-infested cattle is to- 
day the greatest drawback to the work of 
tick-eradication; it has cost the federal gov- 
ernment a milion dollars or more to super- 
vise such movements without in any way 
helping the work of tick-eradication; to the 
contrary—in spite of careful government 
supervision ticks have, occasionally, by 
such movements been spread to the free 
area. Federal officials in charge of the 
work of tick-eradication have 
this fact long ago, and but for the pressure 
brought to bear by predatory interest, such 
as stock yards and packing houses, inter- 
state movement of tick-infested cattle would 
long ago have been abolished. The records 
of the United States Live Stock Sanitary 
association will bear me out in this state- 
ment of facts. The government regulations 
permitting the movement interstate of tick- 
infested cattle, providing they are moved 
under certain specified restriction, date back 
to the time when little was known in re- 
gard to tick-infestation and when no prac- 
tical method of the disinfecting of cattle 
was available. 

Let me quote from the published report of 
the 1913 meeting of the United States Live 
Stock Sanitary association, the largesrrti 
stock sanitary organization in the world. On 
Mr. Waddell, executive officer of 
the live stock sanitary board of the state of 
Texas, is quoted as follows: ‘Two years ago

another. At that time, Dr. Kiernan well 
remembers, I oppogeed it. . : ‘ but, 
as the official represeritative of the state 
of Texas, the head of the sanitary board 
of Texas, I heartily indorse that proposition 
today.”’ 

Dr. J. A. Kiernan, inspector in charge of 
the work of tick-eradication on behalf of 
the federal government in the states of Ala- 
maba, Tennessee and Mississippi, in his re- 
port to this association on “Uniform Regu- 
lations,” says: “With the present day 
knowledge of the tick, the ability to ac- 
complish its eradication and the economic 
importance to the nation to raise more and 
better cattle in the southern states, render 
the antiquated law permitting the shipping 
of tick-infested cattle entirely obsolete.”’ 

Wanted Provision Repeated. 

The following resolution was offered and 
passed unanimously: 

“Be it resolved, That the United States 
Live Stock Sanitary association, here as- 
sembied in its seventeenth annual conven- 
tion, recommend to the honorable secretary 
of agriculture that the provisions made in 
the act of congress 1884 for the shipment 
interstate of tick-infested cattle be re- 
pealed.”’ 

The Southern Cattlemen's association, @& 
purely southern organization, organized ex- 
clusively for the purpose of developing the 
cattle industry in the southern states, passed 
a sweeping resolution condemning the trans- 
portation of tick-infested cattle. Here is 
one of the paragraphs of this resolution: 

‘Resolved, That the law permitting the 
removal of tick-infested cattle from the 
quarantined area for any purpose, at any 
time to any place, be repealed.”’ 

Not a man familiar with the work who 
does not recognize interstate transportation 
of cattle as the greatest stumbling block in 
the progress of this work. It is perfectly 
practical to ship tick-free cattle from any 
section of this or any other state, no man 
can truthfully deny this statement, and tick- 
free cattle are not detained in quarantine. 

Tick-infested cattle can be shipped inter- 
state only when certain prescribed federal 
regulations have been complied with. Such 


cattle can only be shipped into yards pro- 
vided with special quarantine pens, and 
they cannét be removed from such pens 
except for immediate slaughter. This re- 
striction places the shipper at the mercy of 
the packer and the packer rarely ever fails 


say 


to take advantage of the situation. The 
records of the cattle movement on the At- 
lanta stock yards show that even recently 
cattle on the Atlanta yards, free of ticks 
and not under quarantine, were reshipped to 
other markets. I know the reason why, but 
will let Mr. W. H.White, Jr., and Mr. A. L. 


| Suttles explain it. If Mr. White and Mr. Sut- 


tles want cattle let them pay the farmer 
a fair price and the cattle raisers will giut 
their yards and abattoir. 


Free Cattle of Ticks. 
The interest of the cattle owner is best 
served by freeing his cattle of ticks and 
then keep them that way. Tick-free 


cattle can move to Atlanta or any other 
market in this state without fear of quar- 
antine. 

Either tick-eradication is right and de- 
serves the indorsement of the people, or it's 
wrong and the work should be abolished. If 
right, the mere fact that some one is oc- 
casionally inconventenced in the enforcement 
of the law does not make it wrong. 

I challenge any man or set of men to 
offer one single reason, sensible and business- 
like reason, why ticks should not be eradi- 
cated. I kpmow of a hundred and one rea- 
sons why this work should be done and I 
can cite them at any time. There is noth- 
ing theoretical about our work it is com- 
mon sense and good business combined to 
attain the best results, at the least expense, 
in the shortest possible time. . 

If Mr. Suttles or Mr. White, or any other 
man, can offer a practical improvement in 
our work we will hail him, or them, as 
beneficent co-operators; if they expect spe- 
clal favors at the expense of the state, I 
don’t think they will get it

Tax values in Gwinnett county have been 
increased over last year $828,732. 

Notices were sent to each man raised, 
but not one appeared before the board with 
a protest.

A lost principality of land, not heretofore 
returned, and amounting to 19,838 acres, 
owned by 1,149 people, was restored to the 
map, and the digest, at a valuation of only 
$10 per acre. - 

Of the property unreturned $210,740 was 
city property, and $192,254 was country prop- 
erty, placing a bomb under the misleading 
statement that equalization affected country 
property most. Personal property was 
valued at $99,493. 

Each one of these facts, applicable to the 
whole state, is a 13-inch shell for the 
demagogue. 


ALUMNI INSURANCE. 


Trinity college, at Hartford,.Conn., is 
about to adopt an unique scheme to in- 
crease its endowment. At a recent meeting 
the board of trustees approved a plan to 
have alumni of the college insure their lives 
for the benefit of the institution, the face of 
the policies being payable at death. 

The arrangement is so thoroughly prac- 
tical that it may be expected to spread 
throughout the country. Few college gradu- 
ates who are moderately successful but can 
afford to carry at least nominal insurance 
for some beneficiary outside their own im- 
mediate family. For instance, if the alumni 
of the University of Georgia should adopt 
the plan, even in small numbers, the uni- 
versity would in a few years have a fund 
allowing indefinite expansion. 

Policies could be made to range from 
$500 to any amount within reach of the in- 
dividual alumnus. The plan once inaugu- 
rated would be self-sustaining, and self- 
increasing. From the graduating class each 
year it would be easy to pick a substantial 
percentage of men who could afford to in- 
sure their lives for varying sums. In course 
of time these policies would mature. The 
next year there would be another crop of 
maturing policies. And so on indefinitely, 
the endowment of the college raising by 
quick accretion until it reached formidable 
dimensions. 

The Constitution commends the plan to 
the alumni of the University of Georgia and 
other southern institutions generally. This 
should not, of course, interfere with the 
regular contributions now a part of the an- 
nual announcements of most institutions of 
learning. But it would set going forces for 
income which would eventually set any col- 
lege beyond fear of want. 

Incidentally, the method would be the 
means of ultimately extending to hundreds 
of thousands of poor boys educational 
chances they would never otherwise enjoy. 


MODERN KNIGHTS. 

The Charleston News and Courier cor- 
rectly remarks that Ugo Casili, Italian grill- 
room manager of the Piccadilly hotel in 
London, who has been knighted by King 
Geo.ge, is probably as good and worthy a 
knight as any of the armored gentry who 
used to perform deeds of valor on medieval 
fields. Casili was knighted not because 
hé made a good grillroom manager, but 
because he had shown many deeds of kind- 


ness to the down and out among his own 
countrymen in London. 

We think less of some of the historic 
knights as we get closer to them. They 
had their code, it is true, and some of 
them notably were noblemen in the best 
sense. .By and large, they were a rough, 
crude, sometimes cruel and gluttonous lot. 
Not very many of them would make draw- 
ing room or prayer meeting ornaments ac- 
cording to the standards of our times. 

The modern knight is a different propo- 
sition. Some of the men receiving medals 
for heroism have the material of knights in 
them. Some of them adventuring toward 
North and South Pole are knightly. Many 
who risk their lives in the laboratory and 
the sick room are knights. Goethals would 
be cheapened in comparison to the tradi- 
tional knight. So would Gorgas. Then 
there is Rupert Blue and Funston. Almost 
any person in this day with a passion for 
service and a faculty for it come within the 
natural ranks of knighthood. 

And after all, doesn’t it require more 
grit and endurance and courage and toler- 
ance and backbone in these days to be 
truly a knight than in the old days when 
physical prowess and ability to sit a horse 
well were the principal requirements? Men, 
and women, too, nowadays “fight with wild 
beasts at Ephesus” in more senses than 
one. They give up their lives for others, 
just as surely and just as unselfishly. They 
suffer in silence and they offer sacrifices 
without ostentation. 

American colleges sit ready to confer 
degrees on those who set a mark in some 
field of tangible achievement. Should we 
not invent a modern system of knighthood, 
with genuine, and not sentimental, tests for 
those who render service in the fields of 
morals and those fields demanding self- 
obliteration ? 


WHY NOT ORGANIZE ? 
Reports from the watermelon belt in 


south Georgia disclose an appalling and 


needless waste growing out of lack of or- 
ganization and machinery for distribution. 
The story runs that scores upon scores of 
cars of fine melons are rotting on the 
tracks. The loss, figured by what these 
melons would be worth in the markets wait- 
ing for and eager to buy them, would run 
into a formidable.sum. Available markets 


are glutted. 

These conditions should not and need not 
exist. Some years ago a similar crisis con- 
fronted the peach industry in Georgia. 
There had been a bumper crop. By every 
business rule, the year should have been 
one of ‘unprecedented prosperity to the 
growers. But they had overlooked the fact 
that trade is not trade and profit not profit 
until the commodity for which a community 
is clamoring is taken to that community. 
There were hundreds and thousands of 
people in eastern cities outside of New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia hungry for 
peaches and willing to pay good prices for 
them. But, obviously, if the peaches went 
to decay in railroad terminals or commis- 
sion houses in these three cities, all the de- 
mand in the world would not return a profit. 

In the face of this crisis, The Constitu- 
tion appealed to the growers to organize in- 
stead of indulging pessimism and threaten- 
ing to plow up their orcharas. As a result 
of a protracted news and editorial campaign 
organization of the Georgia Fruit exchange 
was effected. Speedily, the industry was 
put back on its feet, since the exchange fur- 
nished machinery for distributing and pre- 
vented the congestions which, in previous 
years, had worked havoc with’ the’ crop. 
Today, as well as the seasons preceding, the 
yield has been marketed at a profit, regard- 
less of size, and there is no more talk of dis- 
couragement. ' 

We commend the same idea to the melon- 
growers. Throughout the east the luscious- 
ness of the Georgia melon is_ proverbial. 
People would gladly pay good prices} for 
them. There is just that fatal chasm be- 
tween supply and demand. Organization 
will bridge it. As a matter of fact, the 
Georgia Fruit exchange furnishes already 
the machinery. Why should not the grow- 
ers take advantage of it, and save the tre- 
mendous loss to which the Georgia melon 
crop is now annually subjected?

The editorial tn your issue of Thursday 
concerning the conduct of the banking and 
currency committee of the United States 
senate in the matter of the nomination of 
Paul M. Warburg by President Wilson a6 a 
member of the regional bank board desérves 
the completest Indorsement of every rational 
democrat in the country. 

It was a protest euch as the patriotism 
of the hour demands and a warning to per- 
formers in petty politics which, if not time- 
ly heeded, will lead the party and its policies 
to untimely disaster. 

For the past fifteen months the sensible 
masses of the people have been looking to 
the white house and the national capitol more 
hopefully and trustfully than at any time in 
forty years past. The fine, far-reaching 
purposes of President Wilson, expressed in 
phrases the common people could under- 
stand, inspired the broadest confidence that 
the country would enter in due time upon 4n 
era of legislation and administration that 
would wipe out the injustices of the long 
reign of republicanism, divorce the govern- 
ment from ownership and control by private 
alliances and public monopolies, and recon- 
struct national affairs from the base line of 
popular rule. 

Confidently the people have held their 
patience while the tariff was being revised 
and the reconstruction of the ovrrency was 
being carried forward. Hach step taken had 
so far commended itself to the popular mind 
that three months ago there were undoubt- 
edly more voters in the nation praising 
President Wilson and ready to follow the 
democratic flag indefinitely than ever before 
in our history. : 

But all that is changed now and, after 
returning from a tour of twenty-eight states 
since March 1, I am distressed by the convic- 
tien that democratic interests stand in 
jeopardy today in a majority of the states 
from Maine to California. 

The reason is not far to seek. The War- 
burg case throws a revealing light upon the 
situation. The president selected Warburg 
for a most responsible non-political service 
to the nation. It is plain that the president 
did not “shake dice” or “throw heads and 
tails’ to determine Warburg's selection. He 
ascertained his pre-eminent qualifications for 
the peculiar service required and his per- 
sonal and financial integrity in custody of 
vast interests involving even international 
interests. -To secure such a man and his serv- 
ices for the nation was in itself a splendid 
tribute to the wisdam and magnetic influ- 
ence of the president. It was a victory for 
the people; a loss to their enemies. 

But the leaders of the party in the senate 
have chosen to play demagogic politics with 
one of the most vital and delicate situations 
of the party and its policies. After afford- 
ing the country the spectacle of chasing Mr. 
Jones through an Indian gauntlet, they pre- 
pared, with the proper public advertisement, 
a Spanish inquisition grilling for Mr. War- 
burg, with the avowed purpose of exposing 
his financial heart to the public gaze and 
“ripping open the monetary secrets of Wall 
street.”’ 

I do not know Warburg from Adam's 
houge cat. I do not owe him or Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. a cent, and they do not owe me a cent. 
I am as hot-hearted an opponent of plutoc- 
racy and the plunder-bunds of Wall and 
Threadneedle streets as ever shouted in 
Georgia for “greenbacks” or “sixteen to one.”’ 
Yet I am disposed to give three cheers and 
a tiger for Warburg for his manliness and 
self-respect in refusing to submit to a police 
court grilling by the banking and currency 
committee of the senate’ 

Why? Because he felt that his abilities 
and his patriotism were ‘being pilloried with- 
out warrant to make “good politics” back 
home for a few men who could use a few 
patches of his skin as proofs that they had 
massacred a plutocrat. And because to cate- 
chise and cross-question him on his financial 
past performances tended to discredit the 
wisdom of President Wilson in inviting him 
to the regional bank board and might reason- 
ably deceive thousands into thinking the 
president has surrendered to Wall street and 
is selling out the control of the people's cur- 
rency to the money trust. 

Mr. Warburg shows high personal cour- 
age in resenting such treatment and a fine 
respect for the president by refusing to ap- 
pear before the committee for its intended 
purposes. 

The whole situation presents the question 
‘whether the solemn promises of the party to 
reconstruct the government for the benefit 
of the whole people shall continue to be 
redeemed, or whether already the game is 
on to obstruct the president’s policies, throw 
suspicion upon his loyalty to his own high 
ideals and promises, and prepare the way for 
hie defeat?

Referring to Two Measures 
To Safeguard Food Supply 


Representative Kimbrough, of Harris 
county, has introduced two bills in the 
present legislature which are to be com- 
mended. They are entitled: “To prohibit 
the artificial] coloring of distilled vinegar,” 
industry and is well known by its color, odor 
and “To require manufacturers of condensed 
skimmed milk to print on cans the words 
‘should not be fed to babies, children or in- 
valids—it is lackimg in food value.” 

The first bill mentioned above implies a 
distinction in vinegars that it may be well 
for the public to Know. In the first place, 
vinegars are soid as “cider,” “malt” or “dis- 
tilled.” The first is a product of the apple 
upon bolling and its acetic acid content. The 
residue after evaporation is especially char- 
acteristic. These are technical points, how- 
ever, and are not generally appreciated by 
the general users. Vinegar is regarded as a 
condiment and as a preservative for foods. 
This is a general gtatement applicable to all 
makes of vinegars. But cider vinegar in this 
country is the standard of quality. It is a 
natural fermented product, and is known te 
the trade by its color, which is a light red 

Malt vinegar differs from cider vineg 
in the depth of color and the amount o 
sediment, being darker in the former and 
heavier in the latter instance. It ig likewise 
fermented from various brews or malted 
extracts in the natural state. This vinegar 
isgthe standard in @reat Britain. It is sold in 
the United States, and there are a few manu- 
facturers here. No conflict is likely between 
the cider and malt vinegars. 

Distilled vinegars, on the other hand, are 
generally much lighter in color; and, in 
fact, are white vinegars, with a larger acetic 
acid content, and a smaller residue left after 
evaporation than either of the other two 
brands. For those liking a strong vinegar, 
it is used as a condiment. For preserving, 
you could scarcely make a distinction _be- 
tween any of the above brands. But to ar- 
rive at the real essence: the coloring matter. 
Some dis- 
tilled vinegars are likely to be colored, as 
they are products of distilleries With dif- 
ferent standards of manufacture. However, 
a high-grade, distilled vinegar is usually 
colorless. Unfortunately, in the writer's ex- 
perience, the coloring matters used are coal- 
tar dyes, — are poisonous. They can be 
had to imitate very nearly all natural colors. 

As the ordinary buyer is uninformed upon 
these matters and decides upon the vinegar 
simply by color, the fraud is apparent and 
the need of protection by the state the more 
necessary. he measure deserves immediate 
consideration and prompt passage. 

As to the second bill mentioned in the 
foregoing, the reasons for its adoption are 
self-evident. No attempt is made to defraud 
in this instance, but the state must assist 
the large percentage of indiscriminate pur- 
chasers. It is a very great pity when other 
than fresh, clean milk must be used for the 
baby, the children or the sick, yet the state- 
ment cited in the bill plainly and conspicu- 
ously written or printed will greatly assist 
the purchaser. There is some food value in 
skimmed milk. The lactose, or-milk sugar, 
is left and is sometimes regarded as whole- 
some to invalids. It has its use, but it is 
not a complete food. 

In this respect, the precaution as stated 
in the bill is altogether sound. Let us have 
more constructive legislation of this kind 
and our people will be as well proteoted in 
bodily health—and better—than our cattle, 
hogs, horses and cotton.

than members of labor unions.” 

Mr. Marks was cheered upon this 
statement, as, indeed, he was repeated- 
ly throughout his speech. 

Mr. Marks cited examples wrere em- 
ployers using only organized labor met 
with great success and were upon 
terms with their labor extremely grati- 
fying to both sides. 

He stated that organized labor is re- 
sponsible for more humane legislation 
than any other agency he could men- 
tion. He exploited the benefits result- 
ant from this legislation. 

“Labor has rights above those of cap- 
ital,” comtinued Mr. Marks. “We do 
not con fid that one man is better 
than another, but life is better than 
money.” 

He cited frequent instances where 
capital had refused audiences to labor 
for the settlement of their causes. 

“Is that arrogance?” he asked. 

“T want to make it clear,” he con- 
tinued, “that a strike is not the result 
of impetuous action. Strikes are not 
called in an instant.

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MRS. LINDSAY ATTACKS 
COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


A scalding attack upon the commit- 
tee for changing the penalty in the 
bill introduced into the senate reé- 
cently for the protection of girls from 
a felony to a misdemeanor, has been 
made by Mrs. G. B. Lindsay in a card 
to The Constitution, in which she 
brands the legislative attempt as a 
“farce-like handling of a subject the 
like of which is driving good, Chris- 
tian women into woman’s suffrage.”

Mexico are shaping themselves for a 
termination of the civil strife that has 
kent the country in a turmoil and 
threatened at one time to provoke war 
with the United States. General 
Huerta, against whom the constitu- 
tionalists have waged incessant war- 
fare since he overthrew President Ma- 
dero, eighteen months ago, has given 
up the struggle at last. 

Weakened by othe failure of the 
United States to recognize his govern- 
ment and cut off from financial sup- 
port in Europe, he realizes the big 
constitutionalist army, augmented 
daily as it presses southward, is at 
the threshold of the Mexican capital. 
Fearing that an invading army may 
commit excesses which would endan- 
ger the lives of an innocent population 
and despoil property, persons influen- 
tial with the man who has dictated 
affairs in Mexico City at his own whim 
have persuaded him to abandon his 
hopeless position. 

Summary of Situation. 

Comprehensive messages to Wash- 
ington diplomats from legations and 
consulates in Mexico City thus de- 
scribe the situation: 

Within a few days, perhaps tomor- 
row, General Huerta is expected to re- 
sign in favor of his newly-appointed 


minister of foreign affairs, Francisco 
Carbajal, until recently chief justice 
of the supreme court of Mexico. Diffi- 
culties between the United States and 
the Huerta government were composed 
at Niagara Falls. Huerta would leave 
the internal problem to be settled by 
his successor. 

Carbajal, it is expected, would bridge 


the gap from the Huerta regime to a 
new provisional administration con- 
trolled by the constitutionalists. He 
has not been active 
anxious for peace. He is not of the 
type likely to offer military resistance 
to the constitutionalists. 

While Carbajal’s reputation as a man 
of fairness and integrity is not ques- 
tioned by the constitutionalists, they 
claim he ts friendly with reactionary 
interests in Mexico City and deny his 
right to exercise executive power. | 
tafael Zubaran, spokesman here for 
General Carranza, tonight said that as 
the constitutionalists eould not recog- 
nize Huerta, they obviously could not 
recognize his creation. That some way | 
would be found to bring about a trans-/; 
fer of power to the constitutionalists, 
however, was believed in government} 
circles tonight. 

General Carranza intends to insist ; 
on a military conquest of Mexico City, ; 
and the establishment of himself as 
president ad intgrim, while elections 
are called. Strong influences, how- 
ever, are beginning to manifest their 
displeasure at such @ course. 

Carranza Must Give Quarter. 

Although General Carranza has an- 
thoritatively known that if such an 
thoritatively know nthat if such an 
attitude is insisted upon, strong tinti- 
mations of disapproval will proceed 
from influential countries, who will re- 
fuse to recognize General Carranza un- 
leas ne manifests a disposition to give 
quarter to his weakened enemy.

They said further 
that they had not received official 
news from Mexico confirming reports 
that Huerta intended to resign and 
leave the country. 

Augustin Rodriguez intimated, how- 
ever, that the reports were not a sur- 
prisé to him, and admitted the depart- 
ure of several members of Huerta’s 
cabinet was significant. 

“I do not Know,” he said, 
Senor Carbajal would be acceptable to 
the constitutionalists, but if he is not 
acceptable, General Huerta’s resigna- 
tion will be useless in bringing peace 
to Mexico.” 

That Huerta, according to Mexican 
declarations, had chosen for his sue- 
cessor @ man proposed by the United 
States government, was regarded by 
many here interested in the Mexican 
Situation as an astute political move. 

It was asserted that when Carbajal 
took over the reigns of government he 
would be in a position to claim the 
support of the United States if he was 
not acceptable to General Carranza. In 
thatevent, it was pointed out, the con- 
stitutianalists, seeking to supplant 
Carbajal with their own candidate, 
would be put in a position of ignoring 
aman favored by the Washington gov- 
ernment.
